Planting at the sidewalk will 
tend to reduce the size of the front 
yard and will “pull the house to 
the street,” she said. She also

In the back yard, however, Mrs. 
Crown advocates a hedge or fence, 
for both protection and privacy. 
It is in the rear of the house that 
the garden should be concentrated, 
she said. Here certain areas should 
be planted with shrubs, beds of 
flowers and possibly a section de- 
voted to cutting-flowers. 


A large open area should be re- 
served for the lawn space or out- 
door living room. This part of the 


*| garden should be screened by 


shrubs, which should be particu- 
larly concentrated at the corners. 


Planting for Privacy. 

“In landscaping,” she said, “we 
accentuate corners and angles with 
taller planting. If we want par- 
ticular privacy, a few small dog- 
wood or redbud trees could be 
used along with the taller varie- 
ties or shrubs.”

90-Day Credit Clause Is 
Killed; Debate Limited

Three of British Losses 
Are Reported To Have

Four more British merchant- 
men and a Greek vessel heavi- 
ly laden with scrap metal were 
sunk and another British sink- 
ing more than a week ago was 
reported yesterday as intense 
diplomatic exchanges arose 
over the seizure of the Amer- 
ican freighter City of Flint. 

Loss of the five British ships 
sent England’s toll to 45 and 
the losses of all nations to 90 
ships. ‘Tonnage losses of all na- 
tions rose to 399,319, exclusive of 
millions of dollars worth of car- 
goes. The total known loss of 
life was 1,774. 

As far as it could be learned 
from the usually reticent British 
sources it was the worst day they 
had suffered since the war began.

The first six weeks of 
the present war, however, with its 
cautious and perfunctory fighting 
and the absence of bombardments 
on open cities in France and Eng- 
land during that period, have ap- 
parently caused a_ reduction in 
fear of immediate American in- 
volvement. 


Second, the voters themselves, 
and many experts, apparently 
underestimated two months ago 
the intensity of desire through- 
out the country to avoid getting 
into war. Since the outbreak of 
hostilities this intensity has 
manifested itself in many sur- 
veys by the American Institute, 
in letters to congress, and in 
other ways. 

Third, President Roosevelt has 
on repeated occasions since early 
September solemnly assured the 
country that the United States is 
not going to join the conflict. 
These pfonouncements may have 
had a quieting effect. 

Voters in New England and the 
southern states and in the far 
west, the survey found, are the 
least convinced that America will 
stay out. Throughout the middle 
Atlantic states and the central in- 
land area of the country, a slight 
majority think the nation can re- 
main isolated from the conflict.

Asked why they thought the 

United States would stay out of 

the war, those interviewed in the 

Institute survey gave these chief

1. Overwhelming opposition of 
the people to war. 

2. America learned its lesson 
last time. 

3. The United States would 
have everything to lose and 
nothing to gain. 

A few added that they thought 
the war would end quickly, thus 
making it unnecessary for the na- 
tion to decide, and that President 
Roosevelt would keep us out if the 
war did last. 


Those who, on the other hand, 
think the United States will go 
into the war say chiefly, that 
América will be “dragged in by 
forces we can’t control.” and add 
“it’s impossible in this modern 
world to keep isolated.” A second 
reason named is America’s “great 
sympathy for England and 
France.” A small number of vot- 
ers said they thought repeal of 
the arms embargo will get us in, 
while another small group said we 
would be drawn in by “propa- 
ganda.”

RICHMOND, Va., Oct. 24.—() 
The Christian church today in 
China faces its greatest oppor- 
tunity, but there are not enough 
workers in the field to supply the 
need, the Rev. Alexander Paul, of 
Indianapolis, executive secretary 
of the department of Oriental mis- 
sions, said tonight in an address 
at the international convention of 
the Disciples of Christ.

Designed to give maximum fight- 
ing power under Germany’s post- 
war restriction of a  10,000-ton 
limit for ships, they carry six 1l- 
inch guns, eight 5.9-inch guns, six 
4.1-inch anti-aircraft guns, eight 
smaller anti-aircraft guns, ten 
machine guns, eight 21-inch tor- 
pedo tubes above water and two 
airplanes, with catapult. This com- 
pact fighting unit skims through 
the water at a speed of 26 knots 
and has a radius of 10,000 miles. 


Scheer Reported at Large. 

The sister ships are the Admiral 
Scheer and the Admiral Graf Spee. 
The Admiral Scheer was reported 
to have sunk the British freighter 
Clement off the South American 
coast early this month. On October 
11 the British admiralty admitted 
the possibility the Admiral Scheer 
may have slipped through the Bal- 
tic blockade. 


On paper there are only three 
warships in the British fleet and 
two in the French speedy enough 
to catch these German craft and 
yet heavy enough to subdue them 
in a fight. These ships are the 
British battle cruisers Hood, capa- 
ble of 31 knots, and the Repulse 
and the Renown, capable of 29, 
and the new French battleships 
Dunkerque and Strasbourg, which 
do 29.5. 

The cruiser Emden, a 5,400-ton 
vessel which has exceeded 27.5 
knots, was last known to be in use 
as a training ship;for cadets, but 
she is well equipped with eight 
5.9-inch guns, three 3.5-inch anti- 
aircraft, four machine guns and 
four 19.7-inch torpedo tubes above 
water.

Foreign sources here said they 
believed the Russians were as sur- 
prised as anyone when the City of 
Flint put in flying a German flag 
and that they probably were em- 
barassed by the situation. 


The Soviet foreign office was 


said to be studying the numerous 
complicated points of international 
law arising from the incident. 
There was considerable specu- 
lation here as to why the Ger- 
man crew put into a Russian port, 
knowing that under international 
law they would be interned. One 
theory. was that they had been 
pursued by a British warship. An- 
other was that the Germans 
hoped Russia would purchase.the 
City of Flint’s cargo and then re- 
ship it to.Germany in a Russian 
boat. 
U. S. To Demand Release. 
(In Washington it was said 
the government would de- 
mand the release of the City 
of Flint and her crew on the 
ground that Germany, in the 
absence of extraordinary cir- 
cumstances, had no right to 
send the vessel into a neutral 
port, regardless of any con- 
traband she might have car- 


ried. 

(The White House was rep- 
resented to have taken the 
view that, in so far as do- 
mestic law is concerned, the 
City of Flint was on a “per- 
fectly legal and lawful voy- 
age.” , 

(The question of right of 
seizure was being investigat- 
de by the State Department. 

(Several cargoes of United 
States ships have been seized 
by Great Britain in enforce- 
ment of her blockade against 
Germany. The British admir- 
alty requires the ships of all 
neutrals to call at contraband- 
control ports for examina- 
tion. 

Crew’s Fate Conjectured. 
_(If the British prize court 
finds the cargoes to be on the 
contraband list they may be 
confiscated and sold, in which 
case the contraband is paid 
for by the country seizing it.) 
There was some_ speculation 

here that the Germans might have 
stopped another neutral vessel at 
sea after seizing the City of Flint 
on the grounds that she was car- 
rying contraband to England and 
put the captured crew aboard her. 
This was discounted, however, in 
view of reports from Norway that 
the American crew was on board 
there. 

The City of Flint was out of 
New York bound for Glasgow, 
Liverpool and other English ports. 
Her master was Captain Joseph 
Gainard.

MANZANILLO, Mexico., Oct. 
24.—The German freighter Havel- 
land, whose disappearance after 
leaving Punta Arenas, Costa Rica, 
on October 8, aroused suspicion 
that it might have turned raider, 
entered Manzanillo harbor today 
closely followed by the United 
States gunboat Erie. 

Arrival of the 6,334-ton Havel- 
land disproved reports that it was 
taken into custody by an Ameri- 
can warship off the Pacific coast 
of Panama. 

The Erie, ostensibly on a cour- 
tesy visit, anchored near the Hav- 
elland, which, it was said, had 
been overtaken by the gunboat by 
coincidence off the Oaxaca coast. 

(Other reports, however, 
said the Erie had trailed the 
freighter since it left Punta 

Arenas in order to prevent 

any violation of neutrality in 

American waters). 

During the customary exchange 
of salutés, the Havelland report- 
edly ran up the Netherlands flag. 
The Erie commander, however, 
aware that:the freighter was not 
Dutch, requested it show its real 
flag. Thereupon, the Nazi emblem 
was displayed. 


The Havelland apparently had 
engine trouble and was sailing 
about six knots. 

The Havelland brought a load 
of Philippine sugar, copra and 
cocoanut oil from Costa Rica 
which it will seek to transfer to 
some American vessel for trans- 
port to Galveston, New Orleans 
and Atlantic ports via the Panama 
canal. 

(Meanwhile, an editorial in 
Diario de Costa Rica, chief 
morning paper of San Jose, 
“Costa Rica, asks pointedly why 
the Germans took advantage 
of their friendly relations with 
Costa Rica to hoodwink the 
Central American nation’s au- 
thorities in the Havelland in- 
cident, 

(According to the North 
American Newspaper Alliance, 
the editorial wanted to know 
why Germany had the intern- 
ed Havelland take out clear- 
ance papers from Puntarenas 
for Panama October 8 and im- 
mediately proceed to convert 
the ship into a commerce raid- 
er and submarine supply ship 
on the high seas.) 


American ship’s cargo consists of 
contraband and if a_ belligerent 
seizes her, the ship may be taken 
into a port of the belligerent coun- 
try, but not into a neutral port ex- 
cept under exceptional circum- 
stances such as stress of weather, 
breakdown of machinery, or lack 
of provisions.” 
Admits Contraband. 

Hull acknowledged today that 
more than half the cargo of the 
City of Flint was conditional con- 
traband, and some of it was abso- 
lute contraband. 

The White House took the po- 
sition that if its proposed amend- 
ments to the neutrality act had 
been on the statute books, the 
seizure would not have _ taken 
place. The bill would prevent 
American ships from sailing for 
ports in European war zones. The 
City of Flint had sailed from New 
York for British ports, and Ste- 
phen Early, presidential secre- 
tary, emphasized that she “was 
on a-perfectly lawful voyage un- 
der existing laws.” 

On Capitol Hill, administration 
leaders also declared the incident 
showed the need for quick revi- 
sion of the neutrality law. 

But Senator Taft, Republican, 
Ohio, observed that since the ves- 
sel was owned by the United 
States Maritime Commission, the 
administration had shown itself 
insincere in permitting the vessel 
to enter the danger area. 

At his press conference, Mr. 
Roosevelt said that he had no au- 
thority to order American ships 
away from war zones. 

Hull characterized the seizure of 
the City of Flint as a case of force 
all the way through. He said that 
what he meant was that, accord- 
ing to the dispatches from Mos- 
cow, the vessel apparently was 
taken in hand and a new crew 
installed on it and a different flag 
placed over it.

Helsinki Delagation Prepares To Return Home for Fresh 
Instructions; Compromise Proposals Believed | 
Unacceptable to Moscow. : 


MOSCOW, Oct. 24.—(4)—Re- 
newed negotiations bewteen Soviet 
Russia and a Finnish delegation 
were suspended today less than 
48 hours after the Finns’ arrival, 
leading foreign observers to be- 
— talks were not going too hap- 
pily. 

The Finns prepared to return to- 
night to Helsinki presumably for 
fresh instructions from their gov- 
ernment, indicating that compro- 
mise proposals they brought here 
were unacceptable or that Soviet 
authorities may have made new 
demands. 

(A Helsinki dispatch indi- 
cated that Russia had “amend- 
ed” her demands to involve 
regions of the Finnish Care- 
lian peninsula near the So- 
viet fortifications around 
Kronstadt naval base, the 
United Press said. 

(An Exchange (British) tele- 
graph agency dispatch quoted 
Paasikivi (Dr. John) as say- 
ing by telephoone from Mos- 
cow that the situation was so 
altered that he had no au- 
thority to negotiate further 
without additional instructions 
from Helsinki.) 

To Return to Moscow. 

Neither Russians nor Finns 
would discuss the status of nego- 
tiations, although there was no in- 
dication they had broken down. 
The .|Finnish delegation was ex- 
pected to return again to Moscow 
within a few days after consulta- 
tion with officials at home. 

Some foreign observers believed 
that Finland was banking at pur- 
ported proposals for surrender of 
the strategic Aaland Islands in the 
Gulf of Bothnia and the quarter- 
ing of Soviet troops in Finland 
proper, 

At the same time, these sources 
said they believed Finland was 
ready to yield some trade privi- 
leges and perhaps concessions on 
certain small islands in the Gulf 
of Finland. 

Neutral diplomatic circles re- 
ported that Finland, on the other 
hand, was seeking a free port or 


the right of duty-free entry for 
Finnish goods to some northern 
Russian port on the White sea near 
where Finland has territory but 
no outlet. 

Renewal of talks at the Kremlin 
had inspired Finnish hopes for a 
quick conclusion in the belief that 
Russia, already having strengthen- 
ed her hand in the Baltic with vir- 
tual protectorates over Estonia, 
Latvia and Lithuania, desired to 
avoid a fight. 

The Finnish delegation, headed 
by Dr. Juho Kusti Paasikivi, con- 
ferred with Soviet officials at the 
Kremlin yesterday for several 
hours. 

The results of that conference, 
foreign observers believed, raised 
questions on which final action by 
Helsinki government leaders wag 
necessary. 


Finnish talks. Moscow newspa- 
pers which have been attacking 
Britain and France criticized the 
United States today. 

The government newspaper Ize 
vestia asserted that Washington 
was trying to thwart efforts of

Attacks Washington. 

A dispatch from Shanghai in

No date had been set for the

Press reports said the United 
States is contemplating some “ac- 
tive. intervention” in China _ to 
hamper Japan’s plan for a new 
“central Chinese government” to 
govern the Japanese-occupied 
areas. 


Chinese Proposals. 

“Important proposals” have 
been made to Washington through 
the American ambassador to 
China, Nelson T. Johnson, in ac- 
cordance with a decision reached 
at an emergency conference of 
leaders of the Chungking regime, 
the Domei News Agency report- 
ed, on the basis of information ob- 
tained in Hongkong. 

The nature of the proposals was 
not clear, Domei said, but political 
circles in Chungking understood 
they were connected with the re- 
cent statement of the Chinese 
foreign minister, Dr. Wang Chung- 
hui, suggesting the possibility of 
American mediation of the Chi- 
nese-Japanese conflict. 

In any settlement, Domei be- 
lieved, the United States would be 
asked to obtain guarantee of 
China’s territorial integrity.

TEXTILE WORKERS 
GET PAY INCREASES 


Ten Companies Now Joined 
in Fight Against New 
Wage Schedule. 


Thousands of textile mill work- 
ers in Georgia and throughout the 
south yesterday had received pay 
increases, while for many thou- 
sands of others there developed a 
legal battle over second-year pro- 


visions of the wages and hours 
law, calling for 32 1-2-cent-an- 
hour minimum wage. 

Six southern textile firms, dur- 
ing the day, filed intervention 
suits in the United States fifth cir- 
cuit court of appeals, opposing ap- 
plication of the new minimum 
wage. These brought to nine the 
number who have joined with the 
original action instituted by the 
Opp Cotton Mills, of Opp, Ala. 
The suits seek a temporary order 
staying payment of the wage in- 
crease. A hearing is expected to 
be held early in December.

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Atlanta as Much Interested in War 
As Europe Is, Arthur Cain Finds 


World Traveler Interviews Man in Street Here, Answers 
Questions; Dual Picture Is Painted of Germans 
Caught in Maelstrom of Battle. 


Editor’s Note: The Constitution 
herewith presents the second of a 
series of articles by Arthur Cain, 
of Atlanta, world traveler, who re- 
cently returned from a_ tour 
through Europe where he had an 
opportunity to study the reaction 
of “the man in the street” after 
the outbreak of the second World 
War. 


By ARTHUR CAIN. 

It is apparent to this reporter 
that as much interest is being 
taken in the European war by 
Americans, and Atlantans, as by 
the Europeans themselves. The 
war is certainly the chief topic of 
conversation. Yesterday morning 
while interviewing the Atlanta 


“man-in-the-street” as I have in- 
terviewed Europeans for the past 
three months, the same vital ques- 
tions were asked me. 

W. C. Beddingfield, 519 St. 
Charles avenue, N. E., roofing 
salesman: 

“Is it true that most Germans do 
not like Hitler, but are forced into 
obedience by the Nazis, the Ges- 
tapo?” 

In answer to this we can recount 
a scene in Berlin just after the in- 
vasion of Poland. 

Several thousand German peo- 
ple, most of them clad in brown 
uniforms and with the red arm- 
band with the swastika on it, are 
standing at attention, right arms 
outstretched in the Nazi salute. A 
great party official has spoken and 
is stepping down from the ros- 
trum. “Heil Hitler” rings out 
thrice—discordant, raucous, husky, 
hoarse as ravens. 

Expressionless, Stolid. 

These big, close-cropped, blue- 
eyed mén and women are expres- 
sionless. Their gestures are stolid 
and automatic. What are they 
thinking? What do these families 


talk about in the privacy of their} 


homes? Are they truly rigorous 


members of the party which is. 


rising like a giant flame in the 
cauldron of Twentieth Century 
Europe, the Nazis, National Social- 
ists, propagators of the Germanic 
state, or are they peaceful, unag- 
gressive human beings caught in 
the maelstrom of post-war forces 
with no choice but to follow the 
Fuehrer whom fate has chosen to 
lead them into the void of the fu- 
ture? 

After talking to as répresenta- 
tive a group of these people as 
possible I believe they are... 
both. 

An old burgoméister told me: 

“After the last war we had pov- 
erty, constricted land, no merchant 
marine and then, whén the mark 
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collapsed we had panic—financial, 
political and moral panic. 


“My friends could be seen 
trundling wheelbarrow loads of 
this currency, which was once as 
sacred to us as the dollar is to 
you, going to market in the effort 
to buy enough staples to keep 
body and soul together. Suicides 
were wholesale. Our hospitals, 
overflowing with the maimed and 
demented of the western front, 
were closed down. 


End of World. 


“Tt seemed like the end of the 
world to us, Herr Cain?’ 


Most pertinent reply to my ques- 
tioning came from a young sea- 
man, an oiler on a large German 
steamship. 


“In .ten years der Fuehrer has 
led us back to health, hope and 
pride. We have an army and 
navy and—look!”—he pointed to 
the gleaming airplanes which 
dotted the sRy over Grunewald. 

“We are Germans again!” 

All the world may think Hit- 
ler a madman, a murderer and a 
gangster. This writer has sought 
in vain for a single Nazi precept 
with which he can agree. But 
a great many German “men-in- 
the-street” think he’s God. 

Rogers Winter Jr., 594 Martina 
drive, N. E., advertising salesman, 
asks this question: “Do Germans 
consider turning to Communism 
if Hitlerism loses this war?” 

A gentleman in the lobby of a 
downtown hotel who prefers to re- 
main anonymous: 

“Do the German people plan on 
fighting against us (the United 
States) in this war?” 


Fate of Japanese. 
Again: 
“What has happened to the 
thousands of Japanese who were 
overflowing Germany before the 
Russo-German pact?” 


These are interesting questions. 
The European “man-in-the-street” 
had some interesting replies. 


For instance, the little blonde 
lass from Alsace-Lorraine who 
presides at No. 7, Rue des Galions, 
Le Havre, France, has strong if 
paradoxical opinions of M’sieu 
Hitler. 

“Ugh!” speaks Daisy succinctly. 
“That man!” 

After a moment’s thought Daisy 
murmurs pensively, “Mais oui! If 
he were only a Frenchman!” 

“Oh, certainly,” said a lady in 
Manchester, England. “America 
will help us win the war.” This 
statement was typical in England. 
What makes them so sure? A 
shrug of English soulders, surpris- 
ed eyebrows—"They have to. Re- 
member what happened last time? 
Didn’t you hear about their Majes- 
ties’ visit to the United States. 
Haven’t you read the Americans’ 
speeches om the embargo act? 
Well, then.” 

Atlantans can answer these 
questions, too. A _ representative 
group of Atlantans is representa- 
tive of the south and as such, rep- 
resentative of our country at large.

U. S. HAS MONEY 
T0 AID FARMERS 


Agencies Will Help 115,000 
Families in Drouth, 
Flood Areas. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—(?)— 
President Roosevelt said today 
three federal agencies would aid 
an estimated 115,000 farm families 
in drouth and flood areas without 
seeking additional funds at the 
special session of congress. 


Officials of the agencies—the 
Disaster Loan Corporation, Farm 
Security Administration and Fed- 
eral Surplus Commodities Corpor- 
ation—reported they had sufficient 
funds to carry on until the regular 
session of congress in January. 

These agencies will extend loans 
and provide food to needy farmers 
under a program drawn up at a 
White House conference attended 
by a committee of senators and 
representatives from drouth and 
flood-stricken areas. 

Officials of the Farm Security 
Administration reported that the 
rural relief load had increased 
from about 400,000 families at the 
beginning of -the current fiscal 
year to about 515,000 as a result of 
floods and drouths. The increase 
was spread over 29 states, extend- 
ing from New England into the 
south and west into the _ great 
plains. 

Senator Bankhead, Democrat, 
Alabama, chairman of the con- 
gressional committee, said the 
White House conference disclosed 
that the Disaster Loan Corporation 
had an unexpended and unobligat- 
ed $20,000,000 in flood relief funds 
which could be used to aid families 
in the flood-affected areas of Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Georgia, 
Florida, Tennessee and Kentucky.

DOCTORS CONSIDER 
BABIES’ DEATH RATE 


Many Still Births, First 
Year Losses Charged 
to Syphilis. 


CALHOUN, Ga., Oct. 24.—()— 
Measures to reduce Georgia’s 


heavy rate of baby deaths were 
discussed today at a round-table 
meeting of doctors from northwest 
Georgia. 

Dr. Edwin R. Watson, of the 
State Health Department, report- 
ed that each year in Georgia there 
were approximately 4,000 still 
births and 19,000 deaths of infants 
under 1 year, many as a result of 
syphilis, a disease which he point- 
ed out could be controlled by 
proper diagnosis and treatment. 

Dr, Watson urged the physicians 
to do all possible to see that every 
expectant mother had an oppor- 
tunity. for a thorough examina- 
tion and, if necessary, treatment. 

He said that without examina- 
tion and treatment a mother with 
syphilis had only a 17 per cent 
chance of delivering a normal 
baby. Treatment, he added, would 
boost her chance to 97 per cent. 

The diagnosis and treatment of 
syphilis was discussed by Dr. L. 
E. Burney, assistant venereal dis- 
ease control officer of Georgia. 
After the addresses the physicians 
present from the 20-county north- 


west Georgia section conducted a 
round-table discussion of how the 
information could be given prac- 
tical application. 

The meeting, sponsored by the 
Gordon County Médical Society, 
was the first of a state-wide se- 
ries of round-table discussions of 
public health problems. 

The second meeting of the series 
will be held tomorrow in Athens, 
and the third in Thomaston Octo- 
ber 31,

Mr. Roosevelt is credited with a 
fervent desire, shared by the rank 
and file of party workers over the 
country, to see the Democrats 
maintained in power. 


He Is represented as feeling that 
the marked improvement in busi- 
ness conditions, plus the new sol- 
idarity shown by party adherents 
im congress, offers prospects of a 
1940 victory which are too excel- 
lent to jeopardize by the introduc- 
tion of fresh issues. 

Based upon the present outlook, 
as reflected in current polls on the 
national political situation, the 
Democrats are in position to coast 
to an easy victory next year if 
they continue a ‘semblance of 
united action. 

Contrasted with their extreme 
optimism at the last session, when 
the Democratic liberal-conserva- 
tive schism was at its height, Re- 
publicans themselves are now 
much discouraged, Privately many 
- of their leaders will admit that 
the situation is hopeless as it 
stands today. 

That was one of ghe impelling 
reasons behind the willingness to- 
day of minority leaders finally to 
accept a limitation of debate on 
the neutrality bill.

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Fear ot Bombing Horrors 
Prevents Fierce Air War 


Palmer Says Reason British Have Held Off Raids of Big 
Nazi Plants Is Because of Danger to Civilians, 
Which Would Invite Reprisals.

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—Are the 


Allies to make this strange and 


baffling war a waiting war in the 
air as well as on land? The Brit- 
ish air command seems to have re- 
versed its original policy. 

Before a single bomber had ap- 
peared over the British coast, not 
only had the British airmen drop- 
ped propaganda leaflets over Ger- 
many in flights which must have 
been also valuable for reconnais- 
sance, but they took the initiative

by bombing the German naval 
base of Wilhelmshaven, with what 
the Germans reported were abor- 
tive results, in denial of the Brit- 
ish claim of having seriously dam- 
aged a “pocket” battleship. The 
British followed this up with a 
raid on the key fostress island of 
Helgoland at the German gateway 
of the North sea. . 
Served as Notice. 
The British attacks served no- 
tice that Britain also had planes 
and would strike first, carrying 
Ma war into the enemy's coun- 
ry.” 
In their initial attacks, the Brit- 
ish had the advantage in that the 
German bombers were busy in Po- 
land. 
But why, after the German air 
raids over the British cruisers in 
the Firth of Forth and British 
battleships in Scapa Flow, have 
the British undertaken no air re- 
prisals? Why the disregard ‘of the 
old maxim of “two can play at 
this game,” which meets attack 
with counter-attack? 
The British airmen do not lack 
vital German objectives within 
easy bombing range. It is only 300 
miles from air bases in England 
to the German naval bases of Wil- 
helmshaven and Kiel. The German 
surface fleet is too inferior to be 
a threat to the British fleet; but, 
at the Wilhelmshaven, not only 


the new German battleships are 
building in the immense s hip- 
yards, but also more submarines 
to reinforce those which have the 
sinking of British merchant ships, 
the battleship Royal Oak and the 
aircraft carrier Courageous to 
their credit. 
Essen in Reach. 

Some of the scattered German 
aircraft factories are certainly 
within reach. So is Essen, the 
great munition works, though it 
must be studded with anti-aircraft 
batteries. 

But to drop bombs on Wilhels- 


haven, and particularly on Essen, 


is bound to endanger civil popula- 
tions, which would give Adolf 
Hitler his warrant for bombing 
open cities. 

Hitler runs little risk of caus- 
ing civilian casualties in raids on 
the Firth and Scapa Flow. In the 
broad Firth, the cruisers lie off 
Rosyth, which is strictly a naval 
base. There is a very meager civil 
population around Scapa Flow. 

Thus far, day after day, the ring 
is restricted to the gladiators 
themselves, with a certain knight- 
ly gallantry. Air casualties have 
been few. . 

The British policy is apparently 
concentration to defend their fleet 
in siege, their anti-aircraft guns 
ready, their fighting planes in pa- 
trol of the air in defense against 
the approach of enemy bombers. 

Both Sides Fear. 

Air power remains the mighty 
threat, as though both sides were 
a little fearful of its potentialities 
when unloosed. So it is on the 
western front, where one great 
army is in siege against the other, 
The Allies wait for the attack, 
probably in confidence that time 
is in their favor, once their own 
and overseas plane production 
reaches its peak. 

Hitler can hardly fail to make 
good his threat of mass air attacks 
against the British navy. If that 
fails and in desperation he bombs 
open cities, the Allied peoples, in 
bitter mood, will demand reprisals 
in kind. Then there will be little 
choice between soldiers and civil- 
ians as targets. 


REIGH WILL WIN, 
SAYS RIBBENTROP 


Continued From First Page. 


German victory is guaranteed by 
the Fuehrer.” 
On the continent of Europe, 
German borders now are final, 
Von Ribbentrop continued. 
Frontiers Fixed. 

“The frontiers of the Reich, 
north, east, south and west, are 
fixed,” he said. : 
“Germany has no more de- 
mands against England and 
France except the return of her 
former colonial possessions.” 
But in her determination to 
bring about a new era in eastern 
Europe, including calling home 
her minorities, Germany § will 
brook interference from no quar- 
ter, he warned. 
Von Ribbentrop, making one of 
his rare public addrésses, spoke 
with less fire than the  better- 
known Nazi orators. 
He spoke with great earnestness 
and care, however, giving an ex- 
act definition of Germany’s pres- 
ent attitude toward the war. 
That attitude, he emphasized 
repeatedly, is that Germany 
makes no retreat from the last 
stand taken by Adolf Hitler in his 
Reichstag speech of October 6, and 
that the war goes on to the de- 
struction of the British empire if 
necessary. 

Sympathy for France. 
He uttered again the frequent 
Nazi assertion that Germany has 
sympathy for the position of 
France, who Germans say, was 
dragged into the conflict by 


| Britain. 


Von Ribbentrop also asserted 
with’ great emphasis that no 
cause exists for conflict between 
Germany and the United States. 

“Only diseased phantasy could 
even conceive of a question which 
could bring about trouble between 
these states,” he asserted. ‘“Ger- 
many wants only extensive trade 
on the American continent and it 
always respected the Monroe 
Doctrine. 

“There is a greater possibility 
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fear of insecure false teeth dropping, 
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that England will come into con- 
flict with the Monroe Doctrine 
because of her special interests on 
account of her possessions, fleet 
bases and coaling stations in the 
western hemisphere, he asserted. 

The English reserved attitude 


toward conclusions of the Panama 
conference, he added, already in- 
dicated the chances of England’s 
challenge of the Monroe Doctrine. 
(Britain has said that it 
would be up to the belliger- 
ents to decide whether their 
warships should operate in 
the “safety belt” established 
around thc American con- 
tinents last month by the 21 
American republics in their 
declaration of Panama.) 


RIBBENTROP’S SPEECH 
TERMED “CLUMSY” 

LONDON, Oct. 24.—(/)—Of- 
ficial circles tonight stated Ger- 
man Foreign Minister Joachim von 
Ribbentrop’s Danzig speech wes 
another “clumsy attempt to divide 
Great Britain and France” and 
said it “introduced no new ele- 
ment into the situation.” 

A statement issued to newsmen 
tonight said the speech apparent- 
ly was designed “for internal con- 
sumption in Danzig and Ger- 
many.” 

Von Ribbentrop, the statement 
added, “does not hesitate to spread 
falsehoods about the prime min- 
ister’s policy at the time of Mu- 
nich in 1938.” 

(Prime Minister Neville 
Chamberlain is expected to

HOLDS 10 NAZI SOIL 


Heavily Armed, Camou- 
flaged Patrols Wait To 
Meet Any Advance. 


PARIS, Oct. 24.—(4)—French 
advance guards on the western 
front clung to a foothold on Ger- 
man soil tonight. 

Along a strategic range of ridges 
just within the territory of the 
Reich where the French took their 
stand after general’ withdrawal 
from first-line positions on Octo- 
ber 16, patrols of infantrymen 
armed with machine guns, rifles 
and grenades waited in camou- 


flaged positions to meet any ad- 
vance of German troops. 

The French command reported 
after a series of skirmishes yes- 
terday that its forces still held all 
points of resistance. 

What was described as a most 
important engagement was fought 
Monday around a village just west 
of Forbach in a hilltop clearing 
which guards the sloping approach 
to the dense pine forest of Warndt.

Only 
last spring, when it appeared he 
had recovered from the heart ail- 
ment, he helped run that tournz- 
ment. 

Surviving Stegeman are his 
widow, his son and two daughters, 
Joanna and Marion. They plan to 
maintain their home in Athens.

Coach Wallace Butts, of 
Georgia, contacted over long 
distance last night, had this 
to say about Stevens’ re- 
marks: 

“We have not been penal- 
ized as much as our last two 
opponents. And our one pen- 
alty for roughness in these 
two games was last Satur- 
day. It was called against a 
boy who has never intention- 
ally fouled anyone in his life. 

“It was unfortunate that 
Our team Was so green in our 
first two games that we sus- 
tained so many penalties.

“Georgia teams will always 
play clean football, no mat- 
ter what the opponent does. 
However, I do not appreciate 
the remarks purported to 
have been made by Coach 
Stevens, who evidently has 
been misinformed, 

“It is deplorable such a 
situation should come up.” 


Saturday’s encounter is one of 
the key games on Stevens’ person- 
al schedule. One of the blackest 
marks of his coaching regime at 
Yale was the five straight defeats 
that the Georgians handed _ the 
Yalemen. 


Continuing his speech Stevens 
said: “Georgia has a fine team,” and 
then he said “No, I wouldn’t say it 
is a fine team. It is a big team and 
fairly fast and inclined, so the re- 
ports are, toward the rough side. 
. . . As you know, I would like 
very much to win this game. 

“When I was coaching at Yale, 
Georgia beat us five times. Of 
course, when I was in there as a 
player and could do something 
about it, we beat Georgia, 48 to 0. 
However, I don’t consider that 
Georgia has us jinxed. My mind 
has too much of a scientific trend 
to accept jinxes readily. But I want 
to win and I hope I can commu- 
nicate my eargerenss to the play- 
ers.

Flint. 
Sir Edward Grigg, parliamen- 


tary secretary to the ministry of 


information, set forth the gov- 
ernment’s publicity aims in reply 
to a question in commons on the 
volume of “German propaganda” 
in America compared with the 
“shortage of information from 
British sources.” 
Demand Unsatisfied. 
“T am aware that the demand in 


the U. S. A. for information re- 


garding our war effort and pur- 
pose is still to a considerable ex- 
tent unsatisfied,’ declared Sir 
Edward. 

“It is not the policy of the min- 
istry of information to engage in 
what are called propaganda ac- 
tivities in the U. S. A., but every 
effort is being made to give 
American correspondents the full- 
est opportunity of studying and 
assessing our war activities. 

“For the presentation of the 
British case in the U. S. A. the 
ministry relies principally upon 
straightforward information; and 
although my noble friend (Infor- 
mation Minister Lord MacMillan) 


is no longer himself responsible | 


for the supply of news from gov- 
ernment sources, it will be his 
constant endeavor to secure the 
largest possible measure of pub- 
licity in the U. S. A. for such news 
as may be released by the de- 
partments concerned and for 
other information concerning the 
British war effort.” 
Claims 110 Captives. 

In the house of lords Under- 
secretary of War Lord Cobham 
announced that Britain had cap- 
tured 110 German seamen and air- 
men as compared with only a 
“handful” of Britsh airmen cap- 
tured by Germany. 

London newspaper headlines on 
the City of Flint seizure reported 
“Anger in the U. S. A.” and 
“America Angry—Nazi Blunder.” 

In line with attempts to develop 
friendliness between the United 
States anc’ Britain, the United 
States has received an unusually 
enthusiastic press in England 
lately. 

Debate on neutrality legislation 
is followed closely. 

One example of British press 
treatment was the way in which 
newspapers lyrically described the 
rescue of passengers of the British 
liners Yorkshire and City of Man- 
dalay by the American steamer In- 
dependence Hall. 

Headlines told how the passen- 
gers sang “The Yanks are Coming” 
when the Independence Hall ap- 
peared.

Tells Assembly.

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., Oct. 24. 
Teachers of the Sixth District 
Georgia Education Association 
yesterday were urged to “have 
courage enough to stop work” 
when their pay stops. 

Speaking at the meeting, Mark 
Smith, of Thomaston, state G. E. 
A. president, assailed failure of 
the state to pay its school teach- 
ers in the past. He expressed sim- 
ilar views last week at a district 
G. E. A. meeting elsewhere. 

“There ought to be a law making 
it illegal for any state employe, 
from the Governor on down, to 
draw his salary until the teach- 
ers are paid,” he declared. 

Lamenting the fact it is nec- 
essary to “go about the state sell- 
ing education to the public,” Pres- 
ident Smith said no other group of 
peopie who serve the public are 
expected to work without pay, and 
that teachers should refuse to do 
so.

Usually Occur 
In School Age 


By Dr. William Brady. 


‘An officer of the United States 
Public Health Service reported in 
1901 a mottled state of the enamel 


of the teeth of Italian emigrants 
coming from a district a few miles 
from Naples. The same enamel de- 
fect has been found in residents 
of several districts in this coun- 
try. In 1927 other health officers 
of the United States bureau learn- 
ed that the Italian district had 
changed its water supply since 
1901, and the resident of the dis- 
trict no longer had mottled enamel. 

Mottled enamel makes the teeth 
appear a ghastly opaque white, 
quite unlike the normal lustre of 
the teeth, and in many instances 
gives the teeth a brown or yellow 
stain, in some cases the teeth ap- 
pear almost black. The form of 
the teeth iis not affected. 

The condition is rarely seen in 
the temporary teeth. Most in- 
stances of mottled enamel are in 
school children. 

Once the stain develops it is ir- 
removable. 

The condition is due to the 
presence of fluorides in the drink- 
ing water. The only way to eradi- 
cate the trouble when it affects a 
considerable number of persons 
residing in the community is to 
change the public water supply to 
a source known to cause no such 
trouble, or to import drinking wa- 
ter from a source of known purity. 

Dental Care in Pregnancy. 

During pregnancy there is an in- 
creased requirement for calcium, 
phosphorus and the essential vita- 
mins. If the woman’s daily intake 
of these is not much greater than 
what might be sufficient to pre- 
vent deficiency disease in her or- 
dinary condition, the growing 
fetus will not exactly take the cal- 
cium and phosphorus out of the 
mother’s teeth but, being a para- 
site, will have first call on the 
limited intake of the essential 
minerals and vitamins for build- 
ing bones, teeth, etc., so that the 
mother’s own bones, nerves, teeth, 
etc., are bound to suffer from 
nutritional deficiency. 

That is why so many expectant 
mothers suffer rapid softening and 
decay of the teeth. There is no 
mystery about it all. Simply nutri- 
tional deficiency. 

We have been trying to din this 
simple physiological truth into the 
consciousness of the expectant 
mother for years. In most in- 
stances it goes in one ear and out 
the other. 

Not only for the sake of her 
own teeth but for the sake of the 
baby’s teeth, bones, nerves, mus- 
cles—and the mother’s as well—it 
ought to be the routine practice 
for every expectant mother to 
supplement her daily diet, how- 
ever well balanced or carefully 
planned the diet may be, with a 
good ration of calcium, phosphorus 
and sunshine vitamin D in one 
form or another.

While you are about it, beware 
of the raw food proponent.

Some of these faddists 
strong for “elimination” diets. 
They eliminate from the _ diet 
practically everything you should 
have. One person has converted 
thousands of women, and some of 
them very intelligent and charm- 
ing women, not only to the elim- 
ination diet, but to the use of gar- 
lic for whatever ails them. It s 
hard to believe that anyone would 
fall for such a fantastic panacea. 


A few years back, so-called ex- 
perts were doing such a land-of- 
fice business of wrecking health 
that the United States government 
warned the public against them. 
And the American Medical As- 
socation is constantly informing 
the public that many of them have 
no valid claim to their titles of 
doctor. 

You should never be fooled by 
such claims as this: Yields quick 
energy but is never fattenng.” 
Any food is as fattening as the 
energy it yields. If taken in excess 
of your calorie requirement, it 
will make you add weight. 

And any food is slimming in 
proportion to the number of cal- 
ories it enables you to leave out 
of the menu. Even the low calorie 
foods will not make you slim— 
but you can eat more of them 
without exceeding your reducing 
requirement. If you take a glass 
of grapejuice for 160 calories it 
is better for your reducing pur- 
poses than taking a slice of “ 
for 300-odd calories. You can also 
have a glass of milk for 160 cal- 
ories: Or a glass of skim milk for 
80 calories. You could have a 
glass of water for no calories, but 
neither would you get the food 
elements you must have.

4 1-2 teaspoons baking powder 

Beat egg and sugar together; add 
milk, bran and cornmeal. Sift 
flour with salt and baking pow- 
der; stir into first mixture. Pour 
into well-greased cornstick pan or 
other pan and bake in moderately 
hot oven.

Add 1 egg lightly beaten; add 1 
1-2 cups milk and 4 tablespoons 
melted shortening. Mix quickly.

give blossoms at almost every sea- 
son of the year. She advocated 
the placing of a “spring garden” 
near the front of the garden where 
it may be enjoyed at a time when 
grass and trees are still dormant. 
Make a “Blue Print.” 

In making plans for next year’s 
garden, Mrs. Crown suggested that 
the prospective planter .plot out 
the area to'be planted on graph 
paper. With such a “blue print” 
the actual planting will be easier 
and more in keeping with the gar- 
dener’s ideas of what he wants in 
his yard. 

In planning for next year, she 
suggested that everyone begin now 
to build a leaf mold pile. A hole 
should be dug and dead leaves 
raked into the hole. Lime may be 
scattered over the leaves if the 
contents of the pile are not to be 
used to fertilize azaleas. Soil 
should be placed over the leaves 
to facilitate decomposition. 


Mrs. Crown suggested that the 
housewife put orange skins and 
banana and potato peelings in the 
leaf mold pile during the winter, 
as these peels contain a large 
amount of potash which is particu- 
larly good for roses. 

During the winter months is also 
a good time to see what can be 
done about making red clay use- 
ful for cultivation. Coal ashes, 
when worked into clay, will make 
the soil loose enough to be planted 
successfully, she said. 


Mrs. Crown always discusses the 
garden in connection with the 
house, for “a garden is an acces- 
sory to the home,” she says, “not 
a separate entity.” Mrs. Crown 
says that a gardener is always a 
person who loves his home and 
family.

FDR. POLICY SHOWS 
DROP IN POPULARITY 


Fortune Survey Reveals Be- 
lief of Germany Winning 
Has Increased. 


Special to THE CONSTITUTION. 
NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—A pro- 


nounced drop in the popularity of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s foreign policy and 
sharp changes in public opinion 
on what America’s attitude toward 
the war should be are revealed 
today in a special Fortune survey. 

This survey, conducted by the 
same carefully tested methods 
which enabled Fortune to forecast 
Mr. Roosevelt’s actual 1936 ma- 


1 per cent, disclosed that within 
the last month: 

1. Sentiment favoring equal 
treatment to all belligerents has 
increased by 13 per cent. 

2. Approval of the President’s 
foreign policy declined 13 per 
cent. 

3. Belief in Germany’s chances 
of winning the war has increased 
—even though the desire for an 
Allied victory is stronger than 
ever. 

“The striking thing about this 
comparison,” Fortune points out, 
“is that in the course of the month 
that saw the elimination of Poland 
something like 13 per cent of the 
nation’s adults have swung away 
from a belief in deliberately tak- 
ing sides toward faith in the ‘neu- 
trality’ of technically granting 
equal treatment to all belligerents 
—either by limited or unlimited 
selling to all on a cash-and-carry 
basis, or by selling to none.” 

At the outbreak of hostilities, 
Fortune states, Mr. Roosevelt’s 
own personal course in the pres- 
ent foreign crisis enjoyed “a re- 
markably sudden boost,” but ap- 
proval dropped from 69.2 per cent 
in September to 56.2 per cent in 
October. 

“Mistrust of the President’s 
policy rallies strongly around the 
idea of complete economic isola- 
tion from the war,” Fortune 
points out. “Among the teeming 
adherents of the President, on the 
other hand, about three-fourths 
favor @@ending to the Anglo- 
French Allies some kind of aid and 
comfort, open or covert.”

Harrington Visits Here 
_ *To Confer With Admin- 
_  istrators on Possible Ef- 
fect of War on South. 


Probability of the usual season- 
1 increase of one-third in the 
number of persons on work relief 
rolls in the southeast during the 
winter months was foreseen yes- 
terday by Colonel F. C. Harring- 
ton, national WPA administrator. 

Persons on WPA rolls in the 
seven states of the region now 
approximate 269,000, half the 
number on relief in October, 1938, 
Harrington said. In addition, there 
are 100,000 others who have been 
certified as eligible for relief and 
are waiting job assignments. The 
number of jobless on Georgia re- 
lief lists is 41,161. 

Harrington arrived in Atlanta 
yesterday to confer with WPA 
administrators of North and South 
Carolina, Florida, Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, Georgia and Alabama, and 
with Regional Director Malcolm 
Miller and his staff on relief plans 
for the next six months. 

Primary Purpose. 

Primary purpose of the confer- 
ence, he stated, was to determine 
whether or not the European war 
would have any immediate effect 
on southeastern unemployment. 

The administrator said that 
while the war and prospects of the 
embargo repeal were stimulating 
business recovery in the indus- 
trial east, it was the opinion of 
the conference that the agricul- 
tural south would see little change 
in employment figures in the next 
six months. 

He pointed out that while south- 
ern textile and steel industries 
were operating at full capacity 
they had taken on no additional 
employes but had given full time 
jobs to employes who had been 
on a part-time basis. The same 
situation is largely true in the 
eastern industrial centers, he said. 

“Cotton,” he remarked, “doesn’t 
seem to have benefited from the 
war, while the scuthern tobacco 
industry has been seriously affect- 
ed by the withdrawal of foreign 
orders.” 

More Than Small Boom. 

It would take more than a minor 
industrial boom to solve the Works 
Projects Administration’s southern 
problem, Harrington said, pointing 
out that more than 75 per cent of 
those on southern. relief rolls are 
classified as unskilled «labor. 

This is Harrington’s first trip to 
Atlanta as WPA ministrator, 
though he has been here several 
times as Harry Hopkins’ assistant.

TEACHERS GETTING 
OCTOBER SALARIES 


State Starts Paying With 
Only Half Enough Cash 
Now in Treasury 


With only about half of the $1,- 
500,000 necessary to pay October, 
salaries now available, the state, 
nevertheless, yesterday began pay- 
ing its public school teachers their 
second month’s salary. | 

State Auditor Zach Arnold said | 
teachers’ requisitions would be | 
paid as they were presented on a | 
“first come, first served” plan but | 
expressed no concern over the fact 
the total amount was not now in| 
the treasury. Governor Rivers ine 


publicly promised that the school 
teachers will be paid in full for 
the first four months, and last 
month borrowed highway funds to 
make initial payments. 

General fund tax collections this 
year to date are only about 10 per 
cent of total appropriations com- 
pared with 14 per cent for the 
same period last year. The differ- 
ence was attributed to the drop in 
income tax collection due to fed- 
eral income payments being de- 
ducted from the state returns. 

Checks for October teachers’ 
salaries were sent to Chattooga 
county totaling $8,671; Dade, $2,- 
817, and Towns $2,753. 

These were the first three coun- 
ties to submit approved October 
requisitions to the auditor. 

Payments for the teachers for 
the first two months will total ap- 
proximately $3,000,000 while the 
total revenue collections for the 
whole general fund has been only 
$2,802,214. Of this fund only $856,- |. 
600 was reported available for 
the teachers. In addition, there is 
the balance of the borrowed 
money from the highway depart- 
ment, approximately $65,000.
